visible atoms and molecules. 
The patterns are those of flowers, too. 
Parts of them are surprisingly like the net­ 
works made by light, shade and movement 
of air on water.

The discovery of insulin has saved to the world 
thousands of lives. T he d ialy tic has now an oppor­ 
tunity of living for m any years instead of dying 
w ithin two or th ree years as w as the case before 
the discovery of insulin. 
The fact th a t insulin saves lives is, however, not 
enough in the m ind of Dr. C. Ii. Best, a co-discoverer 
of insulin w ith D r. Frederick B anting. As the newf 
head of the B anting In stitu te in Toronto. Dr. Best 
and his colleague Dr. II. I!. Maist are w orking on the 
next problem in diabetes, th a t is, the prevention of 
diabetes. 
Why should physicians have to w ait until sugar 
is found in the u rine or a large percentage found in 
the blood before they know th a t diabetes is present ? 
T he fact that diabetes is present in its com plete or 
final form m eans th a t m ost of the cells which pro­ 
duce insulin in th e p atien t s pancreas have been des­ 
troyed. Som ething should In? done before so m any 
of these cells are destroyed. 
Ju st as experim ents on dogs m ade it possible to 
give insulin to the w orld, so m ay new experim ents 
lie the m eans of preventing diabetes. 
At a m eeting of th e newly organized Am erican 
D iabetic A ssociation in Cleveland recently, Dr. Best 
reported th a t by giving insulin, a diet high in fat, 
and also by fasting, C anadian scientists have suc­ 
ceeded in preventing diabetes in dogs. By nny of 
these three m e th o d s , the am ount of insulin in the 
dog s pancreas is reduced, showing th a t the insulin- 
producng cells of th** dog s pancreas are tieing given 
a chance to rest. O verw ork of these cells cuts down 
th eir ability to produce insulin and results in dia­ 
betes. 
As there is a h ered itary tendency to dialietcs. Dr. 
Best and his associaets lielicve the m easures w hich 
prevented dialietcs in dogs should be tried, under 
carefully controlled conditions, to protect children 
ct diabetic p aren ts or gran d p aren ts from developing 
the disease. 
Tho physician w ho w as in the m idst of m aking 
careful and scientific arrangem ents for a trial ol 
this m ethod on children has iveen called to England 
for sjiecial w ar w ork. Dr. Best therefore hoped th a t 
some other laboratory group would also investigate 
this m ethod so th at th** lives of children threatened 
w ith diabetes m ight In* saved.
